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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Nair and Ms. Scozzafava summarized the invention as a method 
of constructing a feed back control model of a multi-layered wafer. The model includes a process recipe for both layers 
within the same model and the results from the model are updated with each wafer such that the results of the model 
of the first wafer will update the model of the subsequent wafer.The attys further noted that Bennett uses a multilayered 
wafer, but models only one layer. The examiner was asked where in the prior art of Bennet or Lee individually or 
collectively teaches such a model.
